William, alias “Skippy,’’ Rohan, wno has 
been on trial for his life in Judge‘ Zach- 
ritz’s court, was acquitted by a jury Sat- 
urday morning. 

The verdict was a surprise to every one 
around the Four Courts or any one who 
has followed the trial of the most notgri- 
ous criminal St. Louis has ever produced. 

At 9:50 o’clock there was a knock on the 
jury room door. Deputy Sheriff Becker 
answered it and informed Judge Zachritz 
that a verdict had been reached. The 
prisoner was sent for. He was brought 
into the courtroom, guarded by three dep- 
uty sheriffs. He was seated facing the 
jury box and the jurors filed out. , 

The verdict was handed to Judge Zach- 
ritz, who scanned it. There was no change 
of expression. He quietly announced that 
perfect order must be maintained and dep- 
uties were stationed about the courtroom 
to see that the order was enforced. 

Rohan walked to his seat with a firm 
tread. He carried his hat in his hand 
and there was no fear nor hesitation about 
him. He held his head erect. He sat down 
and carelessly ran his fingers through his 
black hair. He quietly leaned back in his 
chair and calm!y awaited the reading of 
the document that meant life or death to 
him, for the instructions were for murder 
in the first. degree or acquittal. 

When Clerk Doerr read the verdict, “We, 
the jury, find the defendant not guilty,” 
Rohan was almost as impassive as ever. 
It took a close observer to nojice the tri- 
umphant smile that filtted across his mo- 
bile features. It was only for an instant. 
Then his countenance resumed tke same 
expression it had maintained all during the 
trial, ‘ 

Surprise was heard on every hand. The 
evidence offered by the State was con- 
sidered very strong. The alibi offered by 
the defendant did not carry much weight 
with the court habitues, for the character 
of the witnesses were known to them. 

On the first ballot taken Friday night 
seven were for conviction and fiVe were 
for acquittal. Several ballots were taken 
without any change. Saturday morning two 
ballots were taken. The second ballot was 
the final one and was taken at 9:40. 

After it wes dismissed the jury stood for 
half an hour in the corridor. They were 
talking in whispers. They were averse to 
discussing the case in any way. 

Though Rohan was acquitted he its stil) 
in custody with two charges of highway 
robbery pending against him. He is also in- 
dicted under the habitual criminal act.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 21.--One man is dead and two fatally 
injured as the result of a wreck this morning on the Chattanooga, Rome . 
& Southern Railroad, between Chattanooga and the volunteer camp at 
Chickamauga. | 

The Dead and injured all belonged to the Ist Regiment Missouri 


Volunteer Infantry. 
The accident was a rear-end collision of the regular train to Chickamauga Park and the 


section of the Illinois Central carrying the Ist Battalion of the Ist Missouri Infantry, which is from 
St. Louis. ; 

All the wounded were taken to St. Vincent Hospital, about a mile from Rossville, where they 
are under the care of Dr. C. Holtzclaw and the regimental surgeon. 

“The 1st Missouri arrived here over the Illinois Central and Louisville, Nashville & St. Louis 
yesterday, and after the usual delays of several hours the Ist Battalion section was started south te 
the military park. 

The regular followed and it is claimed by the crew on the military train thet it was running 
at a rate of over 30 miles an hour. The military train was being handled backwards, which placed 
the baggage and horse car atthe rear. It had been standing at Rossville fully 25 minutes on the 
main track when the regular came around the curve and telescoped the horse car and baggage car, 
Most of the injured and Walker, who was killed, were in the horse car. 

The train consisted of two Pullmans and passenger coaches, a baggage and arms and 
animal car. The two latter cars were at the end of the train and contained the officers’ horses 
and baggage. Following this special was the regular of the Chattanooga, Rome & Southern Rail- 
road. About half a mile from Rossville, Ga., the special came to a stop. 

A flagman was sent back to hold the passenger train. Before he had gone 150 yards the — 
passenger train dashed past him at full speed. — 

The engineer made every effort to stop, but the air brakes refused to work and the engine = 
crashed into the arms’ car. The car of horses in turn telescoped the baggage car. Both turned ~

Gun plays were made and blue profanity 
etreaked the atmosphere of the Olive street 
corridor on the ground floor. For 15 min- 
utes the combatants pulled and hauled with 
Gernez and the two alleged thieves, endeav- 
oring to remain in the building to prevent 
the prisoners from being arrested by de- 
tectives, while the municipal and Federal 
officers tried to put them out. 

It ended in the arrest of the alleged pick- 
pockets, and their attorney, Gernez, a 
well. 


The trouble began with the hearing of 
Keily, Quell and Charles Nash before 
United States Commissioner Gray. They 
were charged with attempted pocket-pick- 


ing at Jefferson Barracks on Sunday last.

THE MYSTERY RECEIVES HIS

Mine Workers of Illinois to-day received 
the report of the Executive Committee 
which conferred with the committee of 
operators and adopted it, sustaining the 
Chicago scale. 

The miners then took up grievances. The 
Big Muddy strike was discussed all morn- 
ng. 

The mines owned by the Big Muddy Coal 
Co. are operated by a receiver appointed 
by the United States Court and it was 
charged that the receiver in several wavs 
was violating the mining regulations ‘of 
Illinois. 

A committee visited Gov. Tanner and 
conferred with him about enforcing the 
State law. The committee was referred to 
the Attorney-General, but has been unable 
to meet him. It is charged that the Big 
Muddy company’s receiver jis not pufting 
the legal number of experiencea miners in 
the rooms of the mines. 


MANY BLAZES IN NEW YORK. 


Firemen Hurt, Probab?y Fatally, at 
Each of Three Fires. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—There were two <e- 
rious conflagrations in Brooklyn early to- 
day, and at each of them firemen sustained 
injuries that are likely to prove fatal, and 
severa] others were badly hurt. 

One of the fires was in a big frame tene- 
ment row in Calyer stree", which threatened 
the lives of many people asleep. In the work 
of rescue a ladder upon which three fire- 
mén were at work broke and Henry Richen- 
berg, who fell three stories, was probably 
fatally hurt. Henry Callison was internally 
injured and William Thomas suffered 2 
fracture of the leg. The monetary loss at 
this fire is estima'ed at $100,000. 

In a fire which broke out a little later in 
a concert hall and saloon in Green Point 
avenue, John Carter, a fireman, came in 
contact with a live wire, which shocked 
him so badly that the surgeons say he can 
scarcely recover, Fireman Peter Hunt’s rub- 
ber boots were melted where he stood in

oe CENTURY ATLAS OF THE 


WORLD,” published by subscrip- 

tion by the Century Co. of New 
York, is a handsome and useful work, but 
better adapted for the library than for prac- 
tical use in the office. As might be expected, 
it is beautifully engraved and finished. I: 
is very comprehensive, containing not only 
maps of every portion of the modern world, 
but astronomical maps and maps of ancient 
empires and cities. It is a student's and 
reader's atlas, There are 117 double-page 
maps, 138 inset mapa and, 45 historical and 
astronomical maps. The index is very com- 
plete, showing about 200,000 entries. It is an 
excellent atlas for the young, as it will aid 
them much in the understanding of history. 
showing, as it does, explorers’ routes and 
the growth of eountries; battlefields, light- 
houses, life-saving staiions, arctic voyages, 
public parks, ete. It is to be regretted that 
the comprehensiveness of the work made it 
necessary to crowd the maps and use type 
that Is trying *o any but good eyesight. A 
defect that cannot go unnoticed is the mgth- 
od of mapping important cities, like New 
York, London. Paris, ete., on so small a 
scale that the streets could not be named, 
This omission is made apparent when it is 
found that the maps of ancient Rome and 
Athens show the principal streets named. 
The work its so valuable, however, from the 
fact that ‘the maps are from such authori- 
tative sources as Government survey§, ana 
the information they give so full and relia- 
ble, that a few minor defects may weli be 
partoned. The atlas has been edited by Ben- 
jamin E. Smith, M. A., Fellow of the Ameri- 
can Geographical Society, etc. It is a royal 
octavo volume, and of more convenient size 
than many of the very bulky atlases in use.

Two Suburban Franchise Bills Passed 
by the City Council. 


The City Council, without a disseriting 
vote or reference to the Julian law) and 
third parallel statute, sent to engrossment 
Friday two important railway ordinances 
making valuable grants. 

The bills were those of the Suburban, and 
the St. Louls & Meramec River Railroads. 
There was no discussion of either bill. 

Both bills were amended as recommended 
by the Railroad Committee. The, amend- 
ments slightly increase the compensation 
tu be paid the city, and bind the companies 
to look after the interests of the municipal- 
ity in other directions. The Suburban road 
wants to extend its Union avenue line, and 
the Meramec its Sarah street division, In 
order that they might reach O’Falion Park, 
the cemeteries and that territory. As is well 
known, both roads are practically under the 
same management, 

On motion of Mr. Carroll the Council 
went to the election by ballot for three 
members of the License Revision Board, 
Messrs. Wilbur, F. Parker, Theodore Hem- 
melmann, Jr., and John H. Gundlach, all 
Nepublicans were the only names men- 
tioned and received all the votes. Parker 
and Hemmelmann served on this board last 
vear. Hemsmelmann is also a member of 
the Mullanphy Board, and is a member of 
probably half a dozen other boards to as- 
sess damages for street openings, etc. 

In the House of Delegates a new garbage 
bill was introduced by Mr. Sweeney, making 
the third bill of that kind now before the 
Hiouse. Sweeney's bill is a vast improve- 
ment on all the others—for the officeholders 
only. He proposes to divide the city into 
50 sanitary districts, with an inspector for 
each at $75 a month, and then a general] in- 
spector of what js to be known as the Dead 
Animal Department, who its to receive $2000 
a year. In other words the bill would 
create 51 new officials who would receive 
an agreate salary of $39,500 annually. In 
other respects the bill is a copy of the pre- 
ceding ones.

Dr. Frankenfield to Atone for the 
Early Saturday Rainstorm, 


Dr. Frankenfield predicts a clear day for 
Sunday as a recompense for the fright ex- 
perienced by St. Louisans during Friday 
night's storm. 

The indications for St. Louis and vicinity 
are clear Saturday night and Sunday and 
cooler Saturday night. 

“The distinguishing feature of Friday 
night's storm,’ says the doctor, “twas the 
tremendous rainfall at one period of its 
guration, which almost equaled the record 
for this station.

Daniel Hart, a Switchman for the Wig- 
gins Ferry Company, the Only 
Witness, Reports to the 
Four Courts. 


A middle-aged man whose identity is not 
known to the police plunged into the river 
at the foot of Mound etreet just after dusk 

Friday evening and disappeared under 
the water. 

Whether it was a murder or a suicide is 
a question yet to be determined. In either 
event a robbery was committed. 

The story was told at the Four Courts 
Friday night by Daniel Hart, a Wiggize 
Ferry switchman, who, so far d& known, 
was the only witness to the scene, 

“The drowned man was undoufftedly - 
weinerwurst peddier,” said Hart,/‘‘for he 
carried a wienerwurst can brightly lighted. 
I paid no attention to him when he first 
approached the levee, but presently I heard 


a spld&shing of water and looking about I 
gaw Ahe man struggling in the river. 

‘A moment later he sank out of view. 
Just then I saw &. negro grab the weiner- 
wurst can and ran away. That was the 
first I had seen of the negro. I !mmediate- 
ly gave the alarm, but he escaped. I could 
not get a good view of either the negro or 
the white man.’”’ 

The a tg eg is that the negro may 
have pushed the weinerwurst vender into 
the river, although Hart did not see him 
do it. Another theory is that the vendor 
may have committed suicide, leaving the 
can on the river bank, and that the gegro, 
happening aiong, took it just becatse he 
found it unprotected. 

The police expect to establish the iden- 
tity of the drowned man within a few 
hours.

FOR POISONING HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Mary E. Sellner of Philadelphia 
Held on a Grave Charge. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Mrs. Mary DB. 
Sellner has been committed to prison by 
Coroner Ashbridge to await the action of 
the grand jury on the charge of having 
caused the death of her aged and wealthy 
husband by administering poison to him. 
The couple were married in 1896. 

Reuben Sellner was considered quite 
wealthy... The honeymoon was brief, fre- 
quent quarrels occurring, on account of the 
renee wifsa’s lack of attention to her hus- 

and. The culmination of the unhappy mar- 
riage came early in April, when the hus- 
band died under peculiar circumstances, 
The Coroner was notified by police officiais 
and immediately began an investigation 
the widow in the meantime being place 
under police surveillance. After working 
on the case for nearly a month the police 
officials considered they had secured enough 
evidence to warrant the arrest of the widow 
and she was taken into custody. 

Mrs. Sellner told the police officials that 
she had called in her family physician on 
the night her husband died, but this state- 
ment was denied by the doctor when he 
appeared before the Coroner, The Coroner’s 
physician testified to finding strychnine in 
Sellner’s stomach, viscera and brain. The 
widow was apparently undisturbed by the 
damaging evidence, and did not seem to 
realize the gravity of her position.

Mr. A. G. Peterson of St. Louis was elect-

Commander Peterson has been a resident 
of St. Louis 23 years. He is of the firm of

He entered the Union army as a private 
at the beginni of the war, when he was 
only i8 years old. He enlisted in the 70th 
New York Volunteers, which was a part of 
the famous Gen. Dan Sickles’ Brigade, 2d 
Division, 8d Army Corps. He serve 
throughout the entire war and emerged 
from it without a wound, but wearing the 
shoulder straps of a second lieutenant. He 
won his promotion by gallant conduct on 
many a bloody battlefield. 

He was in the battles of Williamsburg, 
siege of Yorktown, Fair Oaks, Seven Pines, 
Williamsburg Road, Seven Days’ Battle be- 
fore Richmond. in which he was under fire 
every day, Second Bull Run, Bristor Sta- 
tion, Chantilly, Chancellorsville and Fred- 
eticksburg. It is remarkable that he shouid 
have come out of all these battles un- 
scathed. 

At the close of the war Mr. Peterson went 
to Cleveland, O., where he met, wooed and 
won the beautiful daughter of the late M. C.
